The senate voted on the treaty, 
.iust a few minutes after meeting at 
noon. All pending reservations were 
withdrawn, thus paving the way to 
a riircict vote on the pact. The w ith­ 
drawal of reservations also shut off 
debate’, as mast of the debating sen- 
nior.s already had spoken on the 
Meaty.
